The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a dishwasher, wherein a controller configured 
to vary the quantity of water for a next use of the dishwasher based on at least one prior water 
usage or determine a second amount of water to deliver to the dishwasher for a cycle subsequent 
the at least one underfill condition based on the first amount of water and the first total amount of 
additional water. 

The cited closest cited prior art Whipple III, et al. disclose a controller to control the 

amount of additional water to reduce the cavitation but fails to disclose that the controller is 
configured to vary the water amount based on the prior water usage or deliver water subsequent 
to underfill condition based on the first amount of water and the total amount of additional water.
